Shrub  Roses 

Varieties  marked  Shrub  Roses  are  those  of  erect,  bushy  type  adapted  to 
,base  planting,  individual  lawn  specimens,  hedges,  or  to  border  a  garden  of 
smaller  growing  roses  and  thus  are  valuable  features  of  any  planting.  They 
need  little  pruning  and  are  not  at  all  fussy  about  soil  or  cultural  conditions.
